Opinion On Fourth Term Is Divided 



The opinion of students Is divided 
on the question of whether or not 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
should run for a fourth term, if the 
United States is still at war, it was 
revealed in a poll taken this week 
by The Kernel. 

Many expressed the view that 
Roosevelt should definitely not run 
for a fourth term because it is 
against the democratic principles 
of the country. They added that 
three terms in the White House Is 
more than enough for any man. 
To hold such an eminent position 
for such a long time is too great a 
strain, and many feared that Roose- 
velt's health would break If he con-

The opinion was expressed by 
several that Roosevelt could be re- 
placed by someone who is a better 
business man. They said that a 
forceful, wise man will be needed 
to clean up after the war. Another 
said, "I wouldn't want to see Roose- 
velt elected again because, in my 
opinion, he doesn't have a good 
post-war policy." 

One student said that the war 
could not be used as an excuse for 
Roosevelt to run again because the 
war may continue for ten years, 
and one man could not and would 
not be expected to hold the office 
that long. He continued by saying 
that the party now in power is tak- 
ing advantage of the war situation

On the other hand, many said 
that Roosevelt should definitely 
run again and be elected because 
"it would be extreme foolishness to 
change horses in the middle of the 
stream." Politics and the war 
should not be mixed, so it would be 
wiser to keep the same man in of- 
fice. 

Roosevelt should remain in of 
fice for the duration of the war, 
many said, because he knows more 
about foreign affairs, knows the 
situation better than anyone else, 
and would be more ca 
recti ng the war effort.

Karraker, navigator on the Plying 
Portress "Memphis Blues" and a 
former UK student, from the Eng- 
lish channel on July 14 after his 
bomber crashed, was related to The 
Kernel this week by his mother, 
Mrs. P. E. Karraker. Lexington. 

Karraker is the son of P. E. Kar- 
raker, professor of soils at the Uni- 
versity. 

Lieut. Karraker, before his in- 
duction into the Army, was a com- 
merce student at the University, 
and was a senior when he left the 
campus. He is a former president 
of the YMCA and for two years 
conducted the Safety Driving Cam- 
paign.

The 
crew of the plane immediately took 
to rubber life rafts, and was res- 
cued about an hour and a half lat- 
er by members of the British sea- 
air rescue unit. 

Mrs. Karraker stated that she had 
heard from her son several times 
since his rescue, and that despite 
the military censorship, he had re- 
vealed some very Interesting facts 
in his letters. One of his letters, 
she said, told of a chance meeting 
in Nottingham of the sister of a 
pilot who flew a Spitfire which was 
part of the fighter escort of the

Karraker was inducted into the 
Army In January 1942. and receiv- 
ed his commission on January 16, 
1943. He was originally sent to Sel- 
man Field at Monroe, Louisiana. 
From there, he was successively 
stationed at Salt Lake City, Utah;

Caspar, Wyoming, and Salinas. 

From the latter station he 
was sent overseas, embarking from 
Bangor, Maine.
